This action is in response to the amendments filed on 7/30/2008 
Priority

have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 7/30/2008 has been considered 
by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 1-3, 5, 12-19, 21-23, 25-26 and 29-30 are allowed. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 12-19, 21-23, 25-26 and 29-30 are allowed over the prior art of record, 
including closest US Publication to Kadowaki et al (US 2004/0001414), because the prior art, 
considered individually or in combination, fails to disclose or fairly teach wherein subsequent 
data units include a sync data portion encoded in straight type and frame data portion encoded in 
straight type and wobble type (claims 1-3, 5, 12-19, 25-26 and 29-30) or wherein the first portion 
encoded in straight type includes sync data and a predetermined portion (claims 21-23) in 
combination with the other limitation of the independent claims. Kadowaki discloses recording 
copy protection information in a wobble, and providing each frame with a sync portion which is 
not wobbled and a frame portion which is wobbled (fig. 24), but fails to disclose the limitations 
of the claims provided above.
